Tho store-rooms are totally wrecked und 
the contents damaged. Two caboose cars 
wero blown off the track aud turned bot- 
tom side up. 


The south portion of Mount Venion is tho

All about it is ruin and desolation, and it is 
now being used as a hospital lor tho 
wounded.
